Koester clinches vice president appointment

Fonner interim vice president, Jolene 
Koester, was hired to fill the vice presiden- 
tial vacancy Dec. 20, after an extensive field 
of applicants was narrowed to six finalisis, 

Kester, who had been interim vice presi- 
dent during the fall semester last fail, was 
hired by university President Donald Gerth 
after he had been given recommendations 
by a selection committee made up of both 
faculty and students. 

“1 offered her the position and she ac- 
cepted. She was my first choice.” Gerth said. 

It is not known publicly, however, how 
many other candidates, if any, were seri- 
ously considered, or even offered, the posi- 
uon for vice president,
